Biggest Jump in Food 
Prices in 74 Years 
Ups Cost of Living

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


biggest jump in grocery prices 
in 14 years last month trig- 
gered the sharpest rise in over- 
all living costs since before 
President Nixon imposed eco- 
nomic controls, the government 
reported today. 


The Consumer Price Index, 


measuring typical family living 
costs, rose five-tenths of one 
per cent in February, the larg- 
est increase in nine months, the 
Labor Department's Bureau of 
Labor Statistics said. 


Grocery prices, which include 


a number of items that are not 
subject to federal price con- 
trols, soared 1.9 per cent for 


dnce March of 1968, the report 
said. 


The report followed the resig- 


• nation of three AFL-CIO mem- 


bers of Nixon's Pay Board, who 
charged the government was 
rigidly holding down 
wages 


while letting prices continue to 
climb. 


The bureau also reported that 


average 
weekly earnings of 


some 45 million rank-and-file 
workers rose 35 cents a week to 
$130.27, but that purchasing 
power declined 24 cents be- 
cause of the rise in consumer 
prices. 


The February boost pushed 


the price index up to 123.8 per 
cent of its 1967 average. This 
means it cost $12.38 last month 
for every $10 worth of typical 


family purchases five years 
ago. 


The February increase was 


the greatest since a six-tenths 
of one per cent rise last June, 
two months before Nixon im- 
posed a 90-day wage-price 
freeze which was then followed 
by Phase 2 controls. 


The bureau said that, so far 


in the four months of Phase 2, 
living coats have risen at an 
annual rate of 4.9 per cent, 
greater than the 4.1 per cent 
rate in the six months before 
Nixon's 
August 
economic 


freeze. 


Prices had been held to an 


annual rate of 1.7 per cent dur- 
ing the rigid three-month freeze 
that preceded the looser Phase 
2 controls.

HOUSTON (AP) — Five men 


were in custody today following 
a bank robbery Shootout which 
left a bank vice president dead 
and a police officer and another 
man wounded. 


One of the men in custody 


was wounded by a police offi- 
cer after the man allegedly 
abandoned a stolen police car 
about a mile from the bank. 


The Wednesday Shootout oc- 


curred when two bandits, both 
of them armed, came into the 
South Park National Bank and 
quickly cleaned out four or five 
cash drawers of $18,974 and 
then ran from the bank. 


James S. Garbs, a vice presi- 


dent and chief executive officer 
of the bank, grabbed a shotgun 
from a closet and chased the 
bandits outside to a parking lot. 
He was shot twice and fell dead 
in the driveway next to the 
bank. 


Patrolman T.G. Morris was 


shot in the chest by one of the 
bandits and hospital officials 
said the officer's badge saved 
his life by deflecting the bullet 
upward. The bullet emerged 
from the patrolman's left arm- 
pit. 


One man was arrested after 


being shot three times, in- 
cluding leg wounds that were 
believed to have been caused 
by a blast from Garbs' shotgun. 
The man was identified as Jo- 
seph Payne, 27. 


Morris and officer David C. 


Wells were alone in their patrol 
cars near the bank. They ar- 
rived at the bank within sec- 
onds of each other. 


Wells said he and Morris saw 


three armed men in a street 
near the bank and the men 
fired on the officers. The two 
patrolmen chased two of the 
men and one of the men fired a 
.45-caliber pistol. One of the 
bullets struck Morris.

SAIGON (AP) — Communist 


forces slashed into a district 
town in the Mekong Delta on 
Wednesday firing automatic 
weapons and rocket grenades 
and tailed 19 of the local mi- 
litiamen and police and nine of 
their wives and children. 


Another 29 of the defenders 


were wounded in the attack on 
True Giang, 50 miles southwest 
of Saigon. The assault force de- 
stroyed the police headquarters 
and a housing complex for the 
families of the defenders and 
heavily damaged the district 
headquarters, the Saigon com- 
mand said. 


Spokesmen said the enemy 


left nine dead behind, and one 
man was captured, along with 
a B40 rocket grenade launcher 
and four AK47 assault rifles. 


Communist forces also at- 


tacked the command post of a 


South Vietnamese armored cav- 
alry regiment in southern Cam- 
bodia early today, shelled the 
main South Vietnamese base 
for the current operations in 
eastern Cambodia and fired 261 
rockets and mortar rounds at 
five government positions along 
the demilitarized zone and far- 
ther south near Hue.

Nose Spray Can 
Cause Stuffy Nose

Dear Dr. Lamb—Over a 


year ago my nose was stuffed 
up while I was pregnant so 
I started using a nasal spray. 
I have been u s i n g it ever 
since. I t h o u g h t if I just 
stopped using the spray may- 
be I could get over it by my- 
self, but I was just so miser- 
able I had to go back to the 
s p r a y again. I have tried 
everything, but nothing else 
works. I have never had a 
day of sinus or nose trouble 
in my life before. There is 
no sinus trouble history in 
my family e x c e p t for one 
sister. What could cause my 
nose to act up like this and 
isn't there a cure or help for 
me? Please don't tell me to 
stop using n a s a l spray. I 
know too much isn't good for 
me but I just can't do with- 
out it. 


Dear Reader—I am afraid 


you will have to do without 
it if you are going to get over 
your problem. You are de- 
scribing a common compli- 
cation of the use of some 
types of nasal spray. 


The spray causes the lin- 


ing inside the nose to shrink. 
The lining initially swells 
with blood and fluid which 
we call engorgement. This 
gives you the stuffy feeling. 
The sprays normally contain 
m e d i c i n e that causes the 
blood vessels to constrict. 
The fluid is then absorbed 
out of the boggy tissues and 
of course your nose no longer 
feels stuffv. You feel more 
comfortable, but the hooker 
is that once the medicine in 
the spray has worn off the 
blood flow to the lining in 
the nose is a c t u a l l y in- 
creased and the e n g o r g e - 
ment is worse than before. 


The patient then uses more 


nasal spray and he keeps 
getting relief and rebound, 
relief and r e b o u n d , and 
finally he develops a chemi- 
cal sinusitis in which there 
is considerable damage to 
the usual normal functions 
of the linings in the nose. 


This is why doctors aren't 


very enthusiastic about the 
persistent use of very many 
nasal sprays. I think that if 
you have had this trouble for 
over a year now you prob- 
ably already have enough 
chemical irritation that it:i 
would be wise for you to see 
an ear, nose and throat spe- 
cialist and see if he can do 


something about the lining 
in your nose that is now 
causing you this persistent 
trouble. It is not going to get 
better the way you are doing 
things now. 


The small h a i r s in the 


nasal passages are nature's 
strainer and help to clean 
the air. They can be para- 
lyzed by the' spray. In gen- 
e'ral p a t i e n t s with nasal 
stuffiness or colds who do 
need some relief do better 
with medicines t a k e n by 
mouth. These m e d i c i n e s 
have a general effect and 
are less likely to harm the 
nasal lining. There are ex- 
ceptions but you would be 
wise not to take drops except 
under a doctor's advice.

Asks Delay 
in Milk Suit 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) — 


A court hearing was tentatively 
scheduled..today on a request, 
for a delay of legal action in an 
antitrust suit filed against one 
of the nation's largest milk co- 
operatives. 


The Associated Milk Produc- 


ers Inc. (AMPI) filed the re- 
quest in federal court here 
Wednesday, asking that a pre- 
trial conference be held either 
next Monday or Tuesday. 


The Justice Department filed 


a civil suit last month against 
AMPI, which has about 40,000 
dairy farmer members in the 
Midwest, accusing it of mo- 
nopolizing the sale of milk in 14 
states. 


The San Antonio based group 


asked that the litigation be de- 
clared a "complex case" under 
federal 
guidelines 
covering 


"complex and multidistrict liti- 
gation." 


It also asked the court to stay 


all pre-trial disclosure proceed- 
ings until the pre-trial confer- 
ence is held and the court ap- 
proves a schedule for further 
legal action. 


AMPI, which has publicly de- 


nied the Justice Department's 
claims, cited several reasons 
why the court should declare 
the matter a "complex case," 
including the fact that the Jus- 
tice Department has filed no- 
tice of plans to take 14 depos- 
itions this month from milk 
producers throughout the na- 
tion. 


Documents requested in the 


deposition proceedings '"will be 
not only voluminous but the 
taking of these depositions will 
range from one end of this 
country to the other," AMPI 
said. 


It also questioned whether 


the court has jurisdiction in the 
case.

There are five such commis- 


sions and Bumpers said the ad- 
ministration 
apparently

lieved they could be mecha- 
nisms by which federal bloc 
grants could be tunneled to the 
states if President Nixon's rev- 
enue-sharing plan fails. 


Bumpers said even if there is 


no addition of states, he would 
ask the Commerce Department 
to place all of Arkansas in the 
commission. Forty-four of the 
state's 75 counties are now in- 
cluded. 


The governor said Hearnes 


already had made the request 
for Missouri and that he ex- 
pected Hall and Docking to ask 
the same. 


The commission Wednesday 


approved funds for five proj- 
ects in Arkansas, two in Kan- 
sas, three in Missouri and 11 in 
Oklahoma. 


For Arkansas, the commis-

DeGray state park near Arka- 
delphia, $102,300 for an exten- 
sion of the runway at the Mena 
airport so it can accommodate 
jets, $60,000 to establish a pilot 
irrigation project for fruit and 
vegetable farming in the Ozark 
Mountain plateau 
region of 


Beaver Lake in Northwest Ar- 
kansas, $80,000 to finance mo- 


bile vocational technical train- 
ing facilities that would 
be 


shared by the Paris, Charles- 
ton, 
Prairie Grove and West 


Fork school districts and $50,- 
700 to help pay for a water sys- 
tem serving 115 rural custom- 
ers in the Spadra Goose Camp 
area of Johnson County. 


The commission aooroved 


$104,607 for a water and sewer 
project in Chetopa, Kan., and 
$30,000 for a marketing identi- 
fication and development pro- 
gram of the state of Kansas. 


For Missouri, the commission 


voted $46,835 for the Monett 
vocational technical school, $9,- 
582 for Missouri Southern Col- 
lege and $195.250 for improve- 
ments to the industrial park at 
Rolla. 


For Oklahoma, the commis- 


sion approved water project 
fund of $48,000 at Henryetta, 
$40,000 at Tahlequah, $150,000 in 
Pauls Valley and $45,000 in 
West Davis. It voted $15,000 for 
the Healdton, Okla., airport and 
$45,000 to the Pryor airport. 


It also approved $45,000 to 


furnish technical and profes- 
sional help in developing small 
fruit farm and orchard projects 
for low-income families. 


Other Oklahoma requests ap- 


proved included $65,000 for de- 
velopment of the airport at Ar- 
rowhead State Park, $33,132 for 
the Okemah hospital, $15,069 to 
help finance health facilities for 
the Johnson County Health De- 
partment and $20,000 for an ac- 
cess road at Okmulgee.

He was lectur- 
ing adoring adherents who had 
jammed the corridor in front of 
his office in the two-story villa, 
"the-^jipporters -wandered hap' 
pily off, having seen their lead- 
er but another mooning batch 
soon replaced them. 


Outside 
the 
walls 
of the 


house, a half dozen antique 
buses rolled in from the coun- 
tryside carrying several hun- 
dred members of a workers or- 
ganization, waving banners and 
placards. They wanted jobs. 


Inside the house, in a room 


cheerfully brightened by yellow 
print 
upholstery, 
Mujib 
re- 


turned to his work and did not 
look up for the appearance of a 
foreign journalist he had sum- 
moned for what the newsman 
thought was to be an interview. 


Suddenly, the door to the 


room was flung open, the drap- 
es across the door flapped and 
in rushed six weeping and wail- 
ing men who had fought for the 
liberation of Bangladesh. 


One man held up an arm in a 


cast and swathed with gauze. 
He swept across the room and 
hurled himself at the sheik's 
feet. A second revealed an arti- 


ficial leg. A third pulled at his 
shirt and showed his scars. The 
others climbed over a journal- 
ist and an ambassador in their 
eagerness to get to the sheik. 


The sheik patted their heads, 


murmured his gratitude and 
sent them, still wailing, on 
their way. They had come to 
thank him for financing their 
treatment. 


They left noisily and a portly 


Foreign Office protocol officer 
wheeled in what looked like a 
. qasket covered with-red velvet. 


It contained a 4-foot elephant 
tusk from the Chittagong hill 
tracts. 


"For Mrs. Gandhi," said the 


protocol man. The visit of the 
Indian prime minister was im- 
minent and the gift required 
the sheik's approval. The prime 
minister puffed at his pipe, 
gazed at the gift and waved it 
off. 


Then he awarded a loyal 


journalist with the editorship of 
a 
government-owned 
news- 


paper, only to give the same 
job a day later to another edi- 
tor who came to him with a 
lengthy story of woe. When the 
first man complained, the sheik 
explained the second man had 
suffered much and 
deserved 


the job. 


"How would you like to be di- 


rector of television?" asked the 
sheik. "I don't know anything 
about television," said the de- 
posed editor. "Makes no differ- 
ence," said Mujib, and another 
job was filled.

Stewart's Elwood P. Dowd is a 
kind, genial man who enjoys, 
perhaps a bit too much, the 
friendship of other drinkers at 
his favorite bars. But his best 
friend is Harvey, the rabbit 
who is invisible to most people. 


Miss Hayes, as Elwood's sis- 


ter, 
Veta Louise, was dis- 


traught from outset to finish. 
First it was Elwood and his pe- 
culiar behavior that upset her— 
partly because she, too, oc- 
casionally glimpsed Harvey out 
of the corner of her eye. 


It was decided that Elwood 


needed 
psychiatric 
treatment 


for his hallucination. The result 
was a series of misunder- 
standings during which the pre- 
sumably sane people—the psy- 
chiatrists, the lawyer and Veta 
Louise's spinster daughter—be- 
came fierce and frantic. 


Offered a chance to receive 


treatment that would turn him 
into "a perfectly normal human 
being" and make Harvey dis- 
appear forever, Elwood and his 
sister agreed they preferred to 
remain the way they were. 


The play was acted by a fine 


cast. Elwood is a character tai- 
lored for Stewart's hesitant act- 
ing style.
